The prison commission has been asked 
to recommend commutation to life im- 
prisomment in case of the two 
Rawlings Milton and Jesse, who 
are sentenced to be hanged at Valdosta 
next month, along with their father, J. 
(. Rawlings, and a negro, all of whom

boys, 


hlave been convicted of the murder of 
the Carter children and denied a new | 
trial by the supreme court. 


The request, as received by the com- | 


mission, {s in somewhat irregular form, 
and will have to come in the shape of 
a regular application for commutation 
before it can be considered. 

The letter received by the commission 
yesterday is from J. A. J. Henderson, 
of Ocilla, Irwin county, president of the 
Ocilla and Valdosta Railroad Company, 
and asks that the commission recom- 
mend commutation to life imprisonment 


in the case of the two boys, Milton and 


Jesse, on account of their age and be- 
cause of the fact that they were influ- 
enced in the commission of the crime 
by their father. Mr. Henderson states 
that the matter was discussed in the 
church which he attended last Sunday, 
and in talking of it elsewhere he has 
found. the sentiment very much against 
the hanging of the two boys for the rea- 
sons stated. No appeal, however, is 
made in behalf of old man Rawlings 
or of the negro who took part in the 
crime.

a new trial. While the present request 
is not in regular form there is no doubt 
that a formal appjication in behalf of 
the Rawlings boys will be made, and 
that hard work will be done to save 
their lives.

Big Leagues Agree To Draf 
But One Maz, 


Stringent Measures for the Main- 
tenance of Order on the Ball 
Field Were Adopted by the 
National League Yes- 
terday.

New York, December’ 14.—Stringent 
measures for the maintenance of order 
on the ball fleld were adopted today by 
the National League of Baseball Clubs, 
after which the annual meeting  ad- 
journed, The president of the league ts 
vested with absolute power in dealing 
with managers and disorderly players, 
and his decision is final in cases of sus- 
pension or fine. 

At the meeting of the American As- 
sociation of Minor Leagues today a re- 
port was received from the conference | 
committee on the drafting of players 
that both the National and American 
leagues had agreed to draft but one 
man, fixing the drafting price at $1,000. | 

It was reported thax agreements had | 
been reached with the major organiza- 
tions that as many players as may be 
desired can be drafted from leagues in 
classes B, C and D. The drafting price 
in class B was raised from $500 to $750.
